NEW YORK, Dec. 2. For a love 
of a girl, Gordon Pirie, ID, killed his 
life-long chum, George Nye, Jr. 
Young Plrfe, movie and jasz connois­ 
seur, early today recanted his original 
confesalon In which be declared he 
had murdered hie friend “on a notion” 
and admitted he slew Nye because he 
had spoken IU of a girl.

PRESIDENTS BOARD TURNS DOWN FLATLY COL MITCHELL'S DEMAND FOR SEPARATE AIR SERVICE 


WASHINGTON, 
Dec. 
2 —The 
Morrow aircraft report, contain­ 
ing the results and findings of the 
president’s personally ordered In­ 
vestigation into the aircraft con­ 
troversy, was laid before Presi­ 
dent Coolidge ut the White House 
today. 
While denying many of the al­ 
legations made by Col. William 
Mitchell, in his flaming attack on 
the nation’s air defenses, the re­ 
port makes numerous recommen­ 
dations for improvement of air­ 
craft In military, naval and conv 
mercial use. 
Recommend Three New Post* 
The Morrow board tamed down 
flaty Gen. Mitche’s demand for 
separate air service, distinct from 
tbs war and navy departments. 


The chief recommendation pro­ 
posed with regard to departmen­ 
tal handling of aviation was for 
the creation of three new assis­ 
tant secretaries in the depart­ 
ments of war, 
navy and 
com­ 
merce, whose duties will be conf 
fined almost exclusively to mat­ 
ters of aircraft policy. 
Bitter protests from flying otfl- 
cers that they get no promotions 
were met by the recommendation 
that congress create t* e. addi­ 
tional 
brlgadler-generalships 
in 
aviation, there now being only 
one. 
Several changes also were 
proposed in the present promo­ 
tion policy, the effect of which 
will ba to advance flying officers 
more rapidly than under th* pres­ 
ent system. 


A good part of the report deals 
with commercial aviation. 


Major Recommendation*. 
Government cooperation 
with 
private industry in the produc­ 
tion end of the business, govern­ 
ment activity In 
the establish­ 
ment of fields, marking air routes, 
and provision for 
meterological 
data, wore among the major rec­ 
ommendations. 
The report denies that the Uni­ 
ted States is “defenseless In the 
air," as alleged by Col. Mitchell, 
or that the nation Is behind other 
nations in aircraft advancement. 
The Morrow report will conflict 
sharply with 
the report of tbs 
house aircraft committee early la 
the new congreet. This report 
will support many of CoL Mitch­ 


ell's 
charges, and 
endorse his 
recommendation for an unified air 
service.

Waterway Opposition 


While support for the Lakes-to-Atlantie waterway is gain­ 
ing: support in the United States, it meets with unexpected opposi­ 
tion in Canada. Montreal is the chief objector. 
Montreal asserts a sort of proprietorship in the St. Lawrence 
river. It stands near the navigable head of the river, and so has 
always enjoyed a profitable traffic from ocean steamers making 
that port their terminus. If the waterway is deepened, the Mon­ 
treal people say, they fear that traffic will go right through, ignor­ 
ing their city. 
The province of Quebec controls the river, and 
/M ontreal seems pretty well able to control the province. 
Similar opposition, though less strong, has come from New 
York, the chief objector on this side of the boundary. New York 
fears a loss of business by diversion of traffic down the St. Law­ 
rence instead of the Hudson.

Eggs By Weight 


It seemed merely funny, years ago, when a miser in a play 
by Goldoni appealed in a grocery store with an iron l ing and an­ 
nounced that he would buy no eggs that were so small as to go 
through that ring. The very idea of making a fuss about the size 
of eggs! But nearly everybody is doing it now. 
Big eggs nowadays, when sorted out, command the best 
price. The little ones have to be mighty good in flavor and fresh­ 
ness to hold their own. And the very ancient custom of counting 
eggs by the dozen is in danger of passing out, in favor of weigh­ 
ing them. 
Why not? 
The value of an egg, other things being equal, 
depends on its liquid contents; and since it is awkward to measure 
them by the pint like other liquids, it is natural to weigh them. 
A pound of eggs would mean just about the same thing every 
time, whereas one dozen of eggs may have twice as much “egg” 
as another dozen. 
Many vegetables and fro its, formerly sold by 
or by number, are now being sold by the pound, 
low suit.

Waterway Opposition 


While support for the Lakes-to-Atlantie waterway is gain­ 
ing support in the United States, it meets with unexpected opposi­ 
tion in Canada. Montreal is the chief objector. 
Montreal asserts a sort of proprietorship in the St. Lawrence 
river. It stands near the navigable head of the river, and so has 
always enjoyed a profitable traffic from ocean steamers making 
that port their terminus. If the waterway is deepened, the Mon­ 
treal people say, they fear that traffic will go right through, ignor­ 
ing their city. 
The province of Quebec controls the river, and 
/M ontreal seems pretty well able to control the province. 
Similar opposition, though less strong, has come from New 
York, the chief objector on this side of the boundary. New York 
fears a loss of business by diversion of traffic down the St. Law­ 
rence instead of the Hudson.

Morrow aircraft report, contain­ 
ing the results and findings of the 
president’s personally ordered in­ 
vestigation Into the aircraft con­ 
troversy. was laid before Presi­ 
dent Coolidge ut the White House 
today. 
While denying many of the al­ 
légations mad» by Col. William 
Mitchell, in his thorning attack on 
the nation’s air defenses, the re­ 
port makes numerous recommen­ 
dations for improvement of air­ 
craft in military, naval ana com­ 
mercial use. 
Recommend Three New Poste. 
The Morrow board turned down 
flaty Gen. Mitche's demand tor 
separate air service, distinct from 
the war and navy departments. 


The chief recommendation pro­

Eggs By W eight 


It seemed merely funny, years ago, when a miser .in a play 
by Goldoni appealed in a grocery store with an iron l ing and an­ 
nounced that he would buy no eggs that were so small as to go 
through that ring. The very idea of making a fuss about the size 
of eggs! But nearly everybody is doing it now. 
Big eggs nowadays, when sorted out, command the hest 
price. The little ones have to he mighty good in flavor and fresh­ 
ness to hold their own. And the very ancient custom of counting 
eggs by the dozen is in danger of passing out, in favor of weigh­ 
ing them. 
Why not? 
The value of an egg, other things being equal, 
depends on its liquid contents; and since it is awkward to measure 
them by the pint like other liquids, it is natural to weigh them. 
A pound of eggs would mean just about the same thing every 
time, whereas one dozen of eggs may have twice as much "egg" 
as another dozen. 
Many vegetables and fruits, formerly sold by “dry measure,” 
or by number, are now being sold by the pound. 
Kggs will fol­

While support for the Lakes-to-Atlantie waterway is gain­ 
ing: support in the United States, it meets with unexpected opposi­ 
tion in Canada. 
Montreal is the chief objector. 
Montreal asserts a sort of proprietorship in the St. Lawrence 
river. It stands near the navigable head of the river, and so has 
always enjoyed a profitable traffic from ocean steamers making 
th at port their terminus. If the waterway is deepened, the Mon­ 
treal people say, they fear that traffic will go right through, ignor­ 
ing their city. 
The province of Quebec controls the river, and 
Montreal seems pretty well able to control the province.

Waterway Opposition 


While support for the Lakes-to-Atlantie waterway is gain­ 
ing support in the United States, it meets with unexpected opposi­ 
tion in Canada. Montreal is the chief objector. 
Montreal asserts a sort of proprietorship in the St. Lawrence 
river. It stands near the navigable head of the river, and so has 
always enjoyed a profitable traffic from ocean steamers making 
that port their terminus. If the waterway is deepened, the Mon­ 
treal people say, they fear that traffic will go right through, ignor­ 
ing their city. 
The province of Quebec controls the river, and 
Montreal seems pretty well able to control the province. 
Similar opposition, though less strong, has come from N ew 
York, the chief objector on this side of tho boundary. 
New York 
fears a loss of business by d iv e rsio n o f traffic down the St. Law­ 
rence instead of the Hudson. 
These arguments, though local and more or less selfish, are 
natural and will have to be met. Perhaps it can be shown in both 
cases that the objecting ports w ill at least lose nothing, sharing iii 
the general benefit of a traffic destined to be great enough for all.

Big eggs nowadays, when sorted out, command the best 
price.

And the very’ ancient custom of counting 
eggs by the dozen is in danger of passing out, in favor of weigh 
mg them. 
Why not? 
The value of an egg, other things being equal, 
depends on its liquid contents; and since it is awkward to measure 
them by the pint like other liquids, it is natural to weigh them. 
A pound of eggs would mean just about the same thing every 
time, whereas one dozen of eggs may have twice as much “egg” 
as another dozen.

While support for the Lakes-to-Atlantic waterway is gain­ 
ing support in the United States, it meets with unexpected opposi­ 
tion in Canada. 
Montreal is the chief objector. 
Montreal asserta a sort of proprietorship in the St. Lawrence 
river. 
It stands near the navigable head of the river, and so has 
always enjoyed a profitable traffic from ocean steamers making 
that port their terminus. 
If the waterway is deepened, the Mon­

While support for the Lakes-to-Atlantie waterway is gain­ 
ing: support in the United States, it meets with unexpected opposi­ 
tion in Canada. Montreal is the chief objector. 
Montreal asserts a sort of proprietorship in the St. Lawrence 
river. 
It stands near the navigable head of the river, and so has 
always enjoyed a profitable traffic from ocean steamers making: 
that port their terminus. If the waterway is deepened, the Mon­ 
treal people say, they fear that traffic will Ko right through, ignor­ 
ing their city. 
The province of Quebec controls the river, and 
Montreal seems pretty well able to control the province. 
Similar opposition, though less strong, has come from New 
York, the chief objector on this side of the boundary. 
New York 
fears a loss of business by diversion of traffic down the St. Law­ 
rence instead of the Hudson. 
These arguments, though local and more or less selfish, are 
natural and will have to be met. Perhaps it can be shown in both 
cases that the objecting ports w ill at least lose nothing, sharing in 
the general benefit of a traffic destined to be great enough for all.
